But what is perspération? Plain as the answer to 
the question may be, to a portion of the community, 
it is not understood at all by many.—Some attach ne 
definite idea to the term. Others seeing the word 
‘‘experiments,” and several figures in the same con. 
nection, conclude at once, that it is something te- 
dious or difficult, or perhaps beyond their compre- 
hension, and pass over it. Others still have no idea | 
that a person perspires at all, except when that pro. | 
fuse discharge take place from the vessels, common. | 
ly known by the name sweating. 

Now sweating is only increased and profuse dis- 
charge from the vessels at the surface of the skin, of | 
the same fluid which is passing off, so long as weare | 
in health, atevery moment of our lives. If we sit 
near a white wall in a hot summer’s day, while the 
sun is shining on us and the wall, we may see the sha- 
dow of masses of vapour ascending like smoke on the | 
wall. Or take a looking-glass and hold it within an 
inch of the body orlimbs of a person, and you will 
soon find it dimmed by moisture. That this effect is 
not produced by our breathing is plain, because if we | 
hold our breath, or place the mirror opposite our 
back, thesame result follows. 

The truth is that every square inch of the surface 
of the human body—execpt perhaps the eye balls, 
nails, &c. has in it thousands (probably tens of thou- | 
sands) of small holes, or pores, from which so long 
as we are in health,a vapor more orless abundant 
according to circumstances, is constantly issuing. 
To check this moisture—let it be done by what means 
it may—and let it remain checked for a considerable 
time, produces mischief. Sometimes the evil ap- 
pears in the form of what we call colds ; at others it 
produces rheumatism, fevers, and consumption. To 
increase it very greatly for any considerable time, so 
that a person is said to sweat profusely, unless done 
forthe purpose of removing disease wnich already 
exists, is also injurious in the end. 

But perspiration may be checked or rendered pro- 
fuse ,imagreat many ways. Some of these may be 
pointed out hereafter, as well as the manner in which 
such effeets operate to produce dangerous diseases. 
I do not believe all adult persons in health ought to 
perspire as much in twenty-four hours as Keil says he 
did. Still they ought to perspise at all times, and in 
constderable quantity ; and whether the pores of the 
skin are stopped by dirt,or by uncleanly garments, 
orby great cold or heat, or by sudden chills, the con. 
sequences in time may be equally dreadful.— People’s 
Magazine.

The following extracts of letters, from a young 
gentleman of Missouri to his father, in Mason coun-

ty, have been politely furnished us for publication. 
They contain the latest and most authentic intelli- 
gence from the seat of the Mormon operations : 


Lexineton, Mo., June 20, 1834. 

In a former letter I wrote at some length about the 
Mormons, and promised to write again on the sub- 
ject. They have just received a reinforcement from 
the East, which makes their numbers amount to 
800 or 1000 men—ail well armed, with guns, toma- 
hawks, knives, and from two to four braces of pistols 
each. They went through the country on the North 
ofthe river, yesterday. We understood that the peo- 
ple of that county intended to stop them, and for the 
purpose of assisting them, we raised about forty men 
but could not overtake them, (the Mormons,) as they 
raised a dog trot and kept it up most of the day. 

Next Monday is supposed to be the day they in- 
tend crossing the river, to take Jackson county. 
The whole country is in an uproar. Volunteers are 
preparing to go tothe scene of action. Should they 
cross the river, there will be a battle, and probably 
much biood shed. Among others, I shall start on 
Saturday next, at eight o’clock, 


LeyincTon, June 28. 

From my last letter, you may possibly be expect- 
ing to hear of a severe battle between the Mormons 
and Jacksonians—but you willnot. We went up to 
Jackson county, armed with guns, knives, &c., in 
full expectation of meeting an enemy determined on 
victory or death. Nothing less could be anticipated ; 
for Smith, their prophet, had promised to raise all of 
them that should be slain in fighting the Lord’s 
battles. 


You may recollect that, some months ago, the peo- 
ple of Jackson drove off the Mormons out of the 
county, on account, as they alleged, of improper con- 
duct, such as stirring up a seditious feeling in the 
slaves and Indians, stealing hogs, cattle, &c,, and, 
worst of all, threatening to take possession of the 
whole of the upper country, either (according to 
Smith’s revelation) by purchase or by blood. Sore 
of them had even predicted that Independence, the 
county seat of Jackson, would flow with blood—the 
men should be slain, and the women become their 
slaves. In addition to this, they are of odious fame 
in several particulars. When driven from Jackson, 
they took refuge in the adjoining counties, principal- 
ly in Clay county, where they remained in peace and 
inaction. Some time in May, there was a great bus. 
tle among them—selling off their little patches of 
corn for guns, buying gunlocks, powder and lead, 
manufacturing pistols and swords, and collecting 
themselves into a body in Clay county, from which 
place they threatened to cross over and attack their 
old neighbors, to recover the New Jerusalem from 
the infidels. 


About the same time, letters were written from the 
State of Ohio, informing the people of Jackson of 
the party that were starting ftom that place to join 
the woh Bom in Missouri. At first we thought it 
was alla hoax, not believing it possible that so ma. 
ny knaves and fools could be mustered in that State ; 
nor could we believe it, until they had actually ar. 
rived. The arrival of such a body of armed troops, 
whose object was to butcher a portion of our citizens, 


} 











aroused the whole county against them. 


The Jackson people offered them twice the value. 
tion ofall their possessions, which was refused. 
They had collected in Clay county, and built a num- 
ber of boats, to cross their forces over. Last Mon- 
day was, no doubt, the time they intended to cross, 
and would most probably have done so, had it not 
been for the numbers who went from this country to 
oppose them. Jackson county could raise about 
900 men, and 400 went from Lafayette ; abont 300 
more would have marched in a day or two, if they 
had been required. I know we had neither law nor 
gospel on our side, but self-preservation urged us to 
pursue that course, for we knew that our county 


| would be the next to suffer from their presence. If 





they had crossed the river, I very much question if 
one would have been left to tell the tale. No quarter 
would have been given. We couid have killed most 
of them before they got across the river. 

Smith now tells them, (the Mormons,) that it 
does not matter about building the temple yet—that 
they may wait 50 or 100 years longer. Meanwhile, 
they will locate somewhere else. I am told there 
are a goodly number about to leave the country.”

ny it.
